‘The Count of Solar’ premieres here 


More than 150 people gathered in 
the Merrill Learning Center March 27 
to watch the American premiere of 
“The Count of Solar,’ a British 
Broadcasting Corporation film about 
a deaf French boy who was aban- 
doned by his royal family but re- 
claimed his title with the help of the 
Abbé de |’Epée, who pioneered the 
education of deaf people in France. 

The film is based on the true story 
of Joseph de Solar, Count of Solar, as 
related in the book When the Mind 
Hears by Dr. Harlan Lane of North- 
eastern University, former Powrie V. 
Doctor Chair holder and MacArthur 
Foundation award recipient. It stars 
16-year-old deaf British actor Tyron 
Woolfe and several deaf actors from 
the Royal School for Deaf Children. 

The film recounts how l|’Epée 
found the abandoned Solar at an in- 
sane asylum, taught him sign lan- 
guage, educated him, and helped him 
regain his title in a controversial trial. 

Lane, Woolfe, and director Tristam 


Powell were on hand to answer ques- 
tions at a discussion period and 
reception after the screening. 

Lane said that he sees the story “‘as 
a lesson of how hearing people have 
stolen the rightful heritage of deaf 
people.’ 

According to Lane’s book, the case 
caused a sensation in France during 
1778-81 and was the basis for ‘““The 
Abbé de |’Epée,”’ a play by Jean Nico- 
las Bouilly. The play was one of the 
most successful of the post- 
revolutionary era in France. 

After l’Epée’s death in 1789, Solar 
lost his title in a second trial in 1792. 
According to legend, he joined the 
army and was killed in battle, unable 
to hear a bugle call to retreat. 

Powell has agreed to give a copy of 
the film to Gallaudet, according to 
Dr. John Van Cleve, chair of the His- 
tory Department, which sponsored 
the screening. Van Cleve hopes to 
show the film again over campus ca- 
ble television later this spring. 


Lane and parents set up scholarship 


Gallaudet University will soon 
benefit from the generosity of Dr. 
Harlan Lane, author of When the 
Mind Hears, and his parents, Ray- 
mond and Del Lane Rubin of Miami 
Shores, Fla. Lane, a distinguished 
professor of psychology at North- 
eastern University, held Gallaudet’s 
Powrie V. Doctor Chair of Deaf 
Studies in 1988. 

In honor of Lane’s recent achieve- 
ments in the field of deaf studies, 
which include his book and a 
$325,000 award from the prestigious 
MacArthur Foundation in 1991, the 
Rubins have made ‘‘a generous be- 
quest pledge that will establish an en- 
dowed scholarship fund to benefit 
students enrolled in the Honors Pro- 


gram,’’ according to Charles Van 
Hecke, associate director of develop- 
ment for major and planned giving at 
Gallaudet’s Development Office. 

The Harlan Lawson Lane Scholar- 
ship Fund will award aid to honors 
students selected by the director of 
the Honors Program. No other criter- 
ia will apply. 

Lane himself is establishing the 
Laurent Clerc Foundation, which will 
use money from the MacArthur award 
to support the activities of various 
organizations for deaf people, includ- 
ing Gallaudet, said Van Hecke. 

The exact uses of the funds Gal- 
laudet will receive from the founda- 
tion have not yet been determined, 
Van Hecke said. 


GCRC honors groups, individuals 
working to empower the community 


Individuals, businesses, and groups 
from Gallaudet and the surrounding 
neighborhood were recognized 
March 21 at the Gallaudet Communic- 
ty Relations Council’s (GCRC) 13th 
Annual Awards and Recognition Pro- 
gram. This year’s theme, “‘Empower- 
ing Communities to Save Our 
Future,’’ reflected GCRC’s efforts to 
build and enhance the University’s 
relationships in the near-Northeast 
area for the past 17 years. 

About 250 people filled the Model 
Secondary School for the Deaf Au- 
ditorium for the ceremony, in which 
23 awards were given to individuals 
and representatives of organizations.

cial to the community residents and 
Organizations,’’ said LaVarne Hines, 
director of Administrative and Com- 
munity Services. “I am proud to say 
that Gallaudet is the only university 
in the area that recognizes communi- 
ty advocates and leaders in both the 
hearing and deaf communities. The 
joy and element of surprise that you 
see On the faces of the recipients are 
worth more than 10,000 words.”’ 

The University’s We Care Fund, 
which was initiated by Kendall 
Demonstration Elementary School in- 
termediate teacher Leslie Lewis, was 
recognized in the community out- 
reach category for its efforts to pro- 
vide clothing, food, and toys for 
KDES families in need. Mary Lou 
Novitsky, senior producer, director, 
and host of Gallaudet’s ‘“Deaf Mosaic’’ 
television series, accepted an award for 
cultural enrichment for the Depart- 
ment of Television, Film, and Photo- 
graphy, School of Communication. 

Flava Conley, who has lived in the 
Trinidad neighborhood since the 
1940s, received the GCRC award for 
individual achievement. The Mt. Olivet 
Heights Citizens’ Association also 
crowned Conley “Ms. Trinidad”’ for 
her extensive service to the community. 

In addition, 15 off-campus groups 
received awards in the community 
service area. 

Gallaudet President I. King Jordan 
gave the program’s welcoming address. 
This year’s emcee for the awards was 
Kojo Nnamdi, host of Howard Univer- 
sity’s WHMM-TV’s “Evening Exchange.” 


First Landers lecture presented 


In order for educational reform to 
succeed, education administrators 
must provide strong and constant 
leadership, Dr. Richard Miller, execu- 
tive director of the American Associa- 
tion of School Administrators, told 
Gallaudet educators March 30. 

Miller’s talk was the first in the an- 
nual Thomas J. Landers Honorary 
Lecture series, sponsored by the 
School of Education and Human 
Services. The series honors its first 
dean, Dr. Thomas Landers, who held 
the post from 1979 to 1985. Landers 
currently teaches in the Department 
of Administration and Supervision. 

According to Miller, one reason 
schools are not getting the leadership 
they need is the short terms of office 
that school district superintendents 
serve, an average of only six years. 
He suggested that educational ad- 
ministrators examine and possibly 
copy the leadership styles used in the 
private sector, paying particular atten- 
tion to administrators’ longevity in a 
single leadership role and to a team 


approach to problem solving. 

In addition, future educational pro- 
grams will have to work more in col- 
laboration with other child service 
agency personnel to be effective, he 
said. 

Miller said that the United States 
has always supported and put its trust 
in its schools, particularly during 
times of crisis. 

“Yet, citizens and educators who 
are knowledgeable about schools 
know that the past successes of our 
schools and the subsequent success 
of our graduates will not be sufficient 
for the future,’’ said Miller. 

Miller cited childhood poverty, 
alcohol- and drug-dependent infants, 
child abuse and neglect, homeless- 
ness, and poor health among the 
problems that interfere with chil- 
dren’s ability to learn. ‘“‘Perhaps the 
most important item related to educa- 
tional achievement deals with the 
area of poverty and youth,” he said. 

Miller commended Landers for de- |

Administration and Business to test 
plan for consolidating copy services 


The Publications and Production 
Department has been asked by the 
vice president for Administration and 
Business to develop a pilot plan for 
consolidating campus photocopy 
services. Publications and Production 
is currently working with the Pur- 
chasing Department to develop such 
a plan and contract with a photocopy 
company for equipment and repair 
services. 

The eventual goal of the plan is to 
have all machines on campus under a 
central purchase or lease agreement. 
But the first step is to establish a test 
program within Administration and 
Business where copiers would not be 
owned by individual departments 
and would be centrally located with- 
in buildings or building areas so that 
all personnel would have equal ac- 
cess to them. 

In addition, the Gallaudet Print 
Shop will be adding one-day photo- 
copy service for multiple-page, 


double-sided, or long-run (more than 
25 copies) copy jobs. Work to be 
copied could be left at a centralized 
copy machine, and the Print Shop 
would pick up and deliver work in 
the morning and afternoon. 

The centralized copy machines 
would be placed in locations con- 
venient for general use. For example, 
the renovated College Hall would 
have a copy machine on each floor 
of the building rather than machines 
in individual departments. 

The grade of copiers to be placed 
would be based on anticipated usage, 
with the provision of upgrading the 
equipment if the volume of use warrants. 

These plans are still being revised 
and refined. It is hoped that a con- 
tract will be awarded, based on a fi- 
nal plan, by the end of this semester.

Kit Schreiber 
dies in accident 


Kathleen ‘“‘Kit’’ Schreiber, long-time 
Gallaudet employee and wife of the 
late Fred Schreiber, was killed in an 
automobile accident March 26 in 
Wheaton, Md. 

Schreiber graduated from Gallaudet 
in 1980 with a B.A. in English. She 
originally enrolled at Gallaudet in 
1941 after graduating from the Min- 
nesota School for the Deaf.

She had a strong interest 
in poetry, and published “‘Dear 
Beth,” a collection of poems written 
to her daughter Elizabeth, who works 
as a coordinator in Gallaudet’s Pro- 
grams in Adult and Continuing Edu- 
cation. 

Schreiber is survived by four chil- 
dren: Louis, Stephen, and Elizabeth 
Schreiber, and Beverly Perrell.
